Four new sequence identification numbers (SEQ ID NOs: 101-104) have been added 
to the sequence listing, which correspond to the four amino acid sequences set forth in Fig.

4D; however "CTCF" in Figure 4D does NOT refer to an amino acid sequence. CTCF refers 
to a sequence-specific DNA binding protein. 

Additionally, the "comments" portion of SEQ ID NOs: 59 and 84-100 of the sequence 
listing have been amended to correctly characterize the sequences.
